Court of Appeals Judges, despite their 
exalted station, are too.often taken aé

Justice Wesley O. Howard of Troy. told 
James 8, Parsons, counsel for Governor 
Smith, at a hearing. today onthe Towner 
bill, designed to permit ex-service 
to be permitted % practice law without, 
examination. 


Aside from taking ‘the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals to task, Justice How- 


lature and, in ae “the bill, de- 
clared: 

“* There be no doubt that every 
sentiment of chivalry, gratitude and de- 
cency requires the approval of the bill."’ 
Justice Howard declared that the bill 
in no way. burdened the taxpayers, that 
it harmed no man and infringed upon no 
rights. 

‘It is a mere trifle that these heroes 
ask,'’ he said.

CLASS OR COMMUNITY? 

Many prominent civic organizations of 
New York are engaged in a ‘controversy 
with the truckmen of this city which’ in- 

volves more than the $2,000,000 of daily 
~ loss said to be involved, The truckmen 
claim to be 95 per cent. organized, and 
assume to: say. that no other truckmen 
‘than unionists shall do trucking in 
this neighborhood.. They refuse to 
haul merchandise to or from piers where 
non-union labor is employed. .The re- 
ceivers and checkers of steamships refuse 
to accept. lumber from non-union truck- 
men. The triickien and fish-handlers 
refuse to admit to the currents of trade 
fish caught by non-union fishermen. 

The list might be extended, but this will 

suffice to indicate that unionists in sym- 
pathetic peration assume to say not 
only that fits.shall stop.if they. can- 
not have their way, -but’ that ‘the com-. 
munity shall suffer to the extent neces 

sary’ to compel rane une an l their 7! 
demands. 

--The descibkinassioas of the arracat unions 
has resulted in the. combination of the 
civic. organizations, * and the situation is 
‘like that which resulted in the rising of 
the citizens of Kansas against the miners 
who. undertook to deprive Kansans‘ of 
coal.. The incidents‘in Kansas showed 
to Americans. that communities have 
their welfare in their own keeping, and 

. that no forms of :government. or ma- 
chinery of laws -can give good govern- 
ment or security for the general welfare 
unless supported by the. combination of 
citizens interested more in the principles 
underlying the laws thangin profits or 

swages or the gains of any class over any 
other class. The dispute between the 
civic organizations and the truckmen and 
their sympathetic union strikezs is not 
one of profits or wages, but of good citi- 
zenship and supremacy of law. When 
unionists defy. the lfw and assert a right 
to lay their own injunctions on trade 
while defying. the law to enjoin their 
unlawful acts, it is a challenge both to 
organized government dnd to community 
intere#ts against class interests. _ 

No *government can claim respect or 
support. unless it is just to all, including 

. even offeriders against the laws. Union- 
ists ought not to be outlawed merely be- 
cause they outlaw others than them- 
selves. It will suffice that the law shall 
decide where the right lies, and compel 
compliance with the right, irrespective. 
of who asserts it or who denies it. There |.

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RUSSIA IS NOT DEAD. 


A curious picture of diplomatic rival- 
ries, in a-still more curious field, was 
presented in a Paris dispatch from Mr, 
Water DURANTY published in THE

“ast nine months there has been a duel 
“between France and England over the: 
“body of what. Was once the Czar’s 
« Empire.” The duel has literally taken 
the form. of playitfe both ends against 
the middle, the British backing the new 
Baltic States in the northwest and the 
Caucasus Republics in the southeast,- 
while the French support. Poland. The 
successes of the Letts and-Esthonians in 
maintaining. their independence are re-. 
‘garded as British victories, while the 
Polish advance toward Kiey, resulting in 
its capture, as reported yesterday, is “ 
success for France.” Similarly, when. 
Azerbaijan. and Georgia proye broken 
reeds under the British hand ‘and Bol- 
shevism. swamps most of the Caucasus, 
French diplomats are cheerful because 
their rivals in the stripping of the Rus- 
sian corpse have had a setback. 

Perhaps the candid correspondent has 
stated in plain language what diplomats 
and _ Generals put into more polished 
form,’ but. ‘he represented a situa- 
tion which ,, actually exists. It is 
not to be supposed that all Britons 
or all _Frénchmen~ feel this. way 
it; “yet. one “remembers Mr. 
Luioxp. GeorGEe’s speech, of ‘Nov. 17, 
when he pointed out the advantage to 
England of a divided and weakened 
Russia. Now, if you are‘fighting a duel 
ever a body, it is well first: tobe sure 
that it is really a dead body. Russia is 
~not. dead. It is held by the Bolsheviki 
for. the moment; that control may not 
‘last very long, and if it ends -there will. 
be Russians who will have something to 
say about this matter of parting their 
raiment. And in the meantime. these’ 
rival’ French and British statesmen are 
doing their .very best to solidify Bolshe- 
vist controlxin Russia, to give the Bol- 
 sheviki an impregnable . position: as. the 
defenders of Russian national, unity. 

To be sure; it seems to the: outside 
world that this unity, as the Russians 
insist upon 'it, is somewhat. factitious; 
aside from Poland and Finland, whose 
loss is conceded by non-Bolshevist Rus-. 
sians, there is certainly a well-developed 
national consciousness and a ‘working 
national organization in Latvia and 
Esthonfa; and in the Ukraine there are 
enough people who think Ukrainian and 
not Russian to keep PETLURA’s army in 
the field. It is probable that most of 
these States would. in time come back 
to. some sort of federative organization 
with Russia if they were let alone, but 
just at present they are set anindepen- 
dence, and the fear of Bolshevism gives 
them an. excellent reason for this deter- 
mination and a good claim on the as- 
sistance of Western Europe. ; 

But when all these border peoples. are 
taken away there is left a Russian ‘mass 
of something more than a hundred mill- 
ion—temporarily cripplec by. civil war, 
proscriptions and the ruin wrought under 
an impossible economic order, but a hun- 
dred. million strong none tie less.

THE’ LAST LONG MILE. 

Mr. CHARLES E. COURTNEY; the long 
famous. Cornell rowing coach, is urging 
the authorities at Yale and Harvard to 
follow the lead of the Poughkeepsie 
Regatta and reduce: the race on the 
Thames to three miles. * Mr. Guy NicK- 
ALLS and Mr. ‘WitLiaM Haines, the 
coaches at Yale and Harvard, are op- 
posed to the innovation. For them the 
deadly fourth mile” ‘has no terrors. It 
is an interesting question and one that 
may. never be conclusively settled, but it 
is capable of a far more. thorough 
analysis than it has often encountered. 

No one questioris thé superiority of the 
longer race as a test of courage and enh-, 
durance, of oarsmanship and-stragegic 
skill. The objection lies .wholly against 
the physical: effe@ upon the individual. 
That an occasional oarsman receives 
severe and even permanent injury is un- 
fortunately true. Bat not even. Mr. 
CouRTNEY. contends that they all suffer. 
One man’s meat is another man’s poison. 
Men. differ in their resources of nerve 
and muscle—even the pick of trained 
athletes—as widely as the poles. The 
scope of these differences is nowhere as 


‘evident as in the contests of the cinder 


track. In‘ a boat race the powers and 
limitations of the individual are merged 
in the performance of the crew as a- 
whole; but in jumping; hurdling, sprint- 
ing and distance running each performer 
is a unit -whose performarfces: are ac- 
curately observed, definitely -recorded. 
Differences are revealed between. man 
and man which are incredible to those 
who have not had actual experience in 
the.training of foot racers. 

There are men\who are. off from the 
scratch with the pistol and make records 
at all, distances from twenty to sixty 
yards, but who collapse at seventy or 
eighty yards and stagger across the 
finish of a hundred-yard dash.in mediocre 
As the shortest race in*thampion- 
shipieontests is the hundred, these men 


vemter the broad jump ana high jump, 


which require little or no endurance and 
for which the steel-like spring of their 
muscles. peculiarly fits them. There are 
men who are beaten in the 100-yard and 
the 220-yard events, but who lead the 
field in record time at 150 yards. There 
are men who excel at the half-mile, but 
are outclassed in the quarter and the 
mile. Not all track athletes, however, are 
limited. to a single distance. Not infre- 
quently. men are found who make first- 
rate ‘performances at all distances from 
fifty yards to the half-mile. In team 
contests such men tend to be used for 
the briefer events, because they can win 


more points. Thus a man who is poten- 


tially a middle distance and distance 
runner of the first order may be known 
only as a high jumper and a hurdler. 
Differences.in stamina are:as great as 


‘these differences in speed and endurance. 


Certain men can rum a single race with 
the best, but.so. exhaust themselves that 
they do not recover vitality for several 
Others make ‘superb _ per- 


day. Differences in intelligence: and 
character are familiar and range from 
the criminal to the saint, from the fool 
to the genius; but differences in physical 
power, which are om realized in 
as great. 

For an oarsman whosé physique is of 
the sprinter type, the four-mile race is 
obviously. too long. ‘But it is obvious 
also that at some definite point in the 
contest he is destined to become a mere 
passenger in the boat and fatal to the 
success of the ‘crew. Very early. in the 
training season any coach worth.his salt 


thoroughly grueling sprint. When an

‘‘ Among the smaller merchants, ‘who 
make up the rank and file of the trade 
and in the aggregate sell considerable 
more merchandise than the larger 
houses, there is a lamentable absence: of 
confidence shown in the salesman who 
calls on them. As a rule, the type I 
speak of is the owner of the business 
and does-his own buying. “Usually~he is 
head salesman in his store as. well, 
When he is not actually antagonistic to 
the wholesale salesman. he is ; often 
akeptical. The antagonism may be ex- 
plained on the grounds of experience. 
And what merchant has not been fre- 
quengiy ‘stung’ by taking the ‘advice 
of @ short-sighted salesman who wants 
to make evtry sale his largest salé ir- 
respective of whether he is loading the 
buyer up. with unsalable stock or not 
Naturally, the attitude of antagonism is 
used ‘as a protective measure by mer-

TRADE WITH CANADA. 


New Import and Export Records in 
the Last Fiscal Year.~ 


In the fiscal year ending. March 31 
@anada purchased from the United 
States goods to the value of $802,102,187, 
and sold to this country goods to the 
value of. $501,000,000. In the-year’s 
trading the United States had a favor- 
able balance of over $300,000,000. 

In both imports and exports Canada’s 
trade with the United States established 
a new high record during the year. -Im- 
ports exceeded those of the previous 
year by $52,899,163, and exports .were 
$24,000,000 more than in any previdus 
year. They. were nearly three times the 


> volume of exports in the year immedi- 


ately preceding the outbreak of the war. 
an FF eng of newsprint, lumber and 
tural products, together with the

Canada's imports. from the United 
States exceeded those of 1917-18 by

Owen Wister Describes Factors Back of Anti-British Prejudice 
_a New and “Straight Deal”

R. OWEN WISTER has 
written a good book; and 
in writing it he has done a 

‘ good deed. He has ana- 

lyzed the Ancient Grudge which 

many native Americans nourish 
against the British—the roots of 


~ which lie far back in the past, in 


1776, in 1812 and in 1861—and he 
asks if the time has not come when 
we ought to give the British a 
Square Deal. 

Mr. Wister sees, as we all cannot 
help seeing, that the world is seeth- 
ing’ with frightful ‘‘ menaces ‘to all 
the good that man knows ’’; and he 
reminds us that there are those who 
would ‘ strip life of every résource 
gathered through centuries of strug- 
gie.”" Men and women who have 
ceased to think or who have never 
thought ‘‘ aim at mere destruction 
of, everything that is,’’ proffering no. 
substitute for anything. ‘‘ Down with 
religion, down with education, down 
with law, dowu with property: 
Such is their cry.’’ And Mr. Wister 
wells on the threatening fact that 
**amid this stands Germany with 
her unchanged purpose to own thé 
earth.”’ 
the hopeful fact, that ‘‘ amid this 
also is the Anglo-Saxon race, the 
race that has brought our order, our 
gafety, our freedom, into the mod- 
ern world.*’ Plainly he thinks, as 


‘smost of us do, that this order and 


safety and freedom will be most 
‘likely to endure if the United States 
and the. British Commonwealth shall 
hereafter cultivate more cordial re- 
lations and become more clearly con- 
gcious .of their possession cf. the 
same language, the same literature, 
the same law, and the same ideals, 
‘political and personal.

The man who lives: in Portland, 
Engiand; is more likely to have 
fundamental convictions akin to 
those of the men who live in Port- 
land, Maine, and in Portland, Ore- 


‘-gon, than he is to look at life from

Oporto, Spain,. or in Le Havre, 
France. This essential kinship may 
be forgotten; it may even be denied; 
but mone the less it is a vital fact

there are two other obstacles to the 
establishment of good will on both 
sides of the Western Ocean; and it 
is to the removal of these obstacles 
that Mr. Wister especially directs 
his attention. 

The most obvious and the most 
easily. corrected of these two is what 
Mr. Wister terms the anti-English 
complex bred in all of us by our 
school histories, which have faited 
to tell us the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth about the 
Revolution, about the War of 1812 
and about the conduct of the ruling 
classes and of the plain people .in 
the British Isles during the civil 
war, 1861-1865. We were all of us 
taught that we had fought against 
the English in 1775 because they had 
oppressed us shamefully. We were 
not taught that George III. was a 
German King; that he had to hire 
Hessians because few of the English 
would fight against us; that the best 
and ablest men in England, with 
Burke and Chatham at the head of 
them, were outspoken on our side 
and that these men were well aware 
that we in America were fighting 
the battle of freedom for them in 
Engiand and that our ultimate vic- 
tory was their victory also. 

Mr. Wister is always open-minded, 
but his mind ts not open at both 





ends. He still believes that two and 
two make. four. And he frankly 
admits that probably the school his- 
tories of all nations are partly bad, 
implanting the germs of interna- 
tional hatred. ‘‘ Nations do not like 
each other, never have liked each 
other;’’ and their school text books 
may be more or less responsible for 
this. ‘‘ Certainly we know what con- 
tempt and hatred for other nations 
the Germans have been sedulously 
taught in their schools;’’ and we 
have been witnesses of the dire re- 
sults of this pernicious instruction:

T all began with the apparently 
quite innocent bluebird. His 
song, even though heard in 
March, brought alluring visions 

of Springtime and of growing things 
and young animals.and the joys of 
farming. Throughout the entire 
month this desire of the narrator’s 
to try his hand again at farming— 
he had once made a year’s experi- 
ment in that direction and thereby 
“ giaddened the. hearts of dealers in 
geeds, bulbs, cuttings, tmmature 
trees and shrubs ”* and various other 
things, from lawnmowers to rat 
poison—grew and strengthened. For 
though the first experiment could not 
have been precisely what even the 
most indulgent critic would term an 
overwhelming success, the experi- 
menter at least had had a very good 
time. And so he decided to — 
again, first by the purchase of a 
couple of pigs, and then by laying 
out a garden, which latter he im- 
mediately did—on paper. When he 
had finished he had a map “ that 
closely r bled the Balkan States 
in revolution.’’ 

There was some delay, due to 
various reasons, but after a while 
the pigs arrived. Their advent, it is 
true, left something to be desired in 
t&e way of peace and quietness, for 
one of them got away and proved 
that whatever other admirable qualt- 
ties he might lack, as a racer he was 
fairly entitled to any number of blue 
ribbons. The requirements in the 
way of milk of these two youthful 
porkers, whom their owner named 
Pygmalion and Galatea, brought 
about the purchase of a cow, a play- 
ful and energetic animal whose ar- 
rival was marked by events quite 
as stirring as those which attended 
the coming of the pigs. Then there 
was Betty, the sheep, through whom 
it presently came about that ** my 
wife broke the trammels of a life 
dedicated to respectability and good 
works ’’ and actually went so far us 
te perform ‘‘ evolutions and antics 
that placed her -at once in a very 
high class as an acrobat.’’

*his difficulties were neither few nor 
small. But, then, he enjoyed himself 
hugely, so that one feels inclined to 
refrain from wasting sympathy on 
him, keeping it all for his wife, who 
had to endure so many of the trials 
while sharing in so few of the com- 
pensations.

T would hardly be fair to desig- 

nate George Bubb 

Lord Melcombe, a political 

** boss,’’ but a certain super- 
ficial analogy is patent enough. 
What Robert Browning saw was & 
knave as well as a fool, a figure 
that through its own intrinsic little- 
mess could not lift itself to the 
heights almost within its grasp. 
Dodington, in the light of history, 
becomes more than a sycophant to 
great men or a patron to poets. He 
Mlustrates the times; a commentary 
on the smaliness of the age, he be- 
comes a gesture of Georgian Eng- 
land. His was the political attitude 
that spelled the moral turpitude of 
England, that turpitude that culmi- 
nated in the lesson of Yorktown. 
There might be small need for an 
extensive biographical study of Dod- 
ington were it not for the type he 
affords; he stands forth as a rounded 
portrait of the place-hunter, poet- 
aster and patron that flourished 
under the Second George. 

Lioyd Sanders has produced in his 
study of Dodingten a book of neces- 
sarily limited appeal, but one that 
does fill a certain want. Casual ref- 
erences to Dodington abound in the 
political histories and studies of so- 
cial life of the eighteenth century. 
It must have been a source of regret 
to those who study this period that 
no intimate material regarding Dod 
ington has , been , procurable. Mr. 
Sanders’s volume fulfills this want. 
Besides, a man that Robert Brown- 
ing parleyed with for more than 4UU 
lines is well worth attention. ~The 
scorn that Browning poured upon 
Dodington was not unmixed with 4 
certain exasperation, a rather futile 
realization that so much lay in Dod- 
ington’s hands and yet Dodington 
had not the capacity to make it serve 
his ends. The chief virtues of this 
eighteenth century politician lie. in 
his patronage of Edward Young, 
James ‘Thomson and Christopher 
Pitt. We can hardly say as much 
for his association with Paul White- 
head, Dr. Thompson and their flk. 
As he grew older he degenerated. 

George Bubb (the Dodington was 
assumed later in life, it being an 
uncle’s name) was born in 1691. His 
youth was the typical youth of a 
young man of some means in those 
days, He went up to Oxford (Exe- 
ter was his college), wrote very poor 
Poetry, made the Grand Tour of 
Europe, became a man about town 
in London, and finally secured a 
seat in Parliament from Winchelsea. 
This led to his appointment as Eng- 
lish plenipotentiary to Madrid at the 
surprising age of 24. Of his in- 
trigues there with Alberoni, the two 
years spent in political machination, 
it is unnecessary to speak. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Sanders he was a man 
with a. policy, although -the policy 
appears rather nebulous at this dis- 
tance. . It was after his return that 
he secured an Act of Parliament au- 
thorizing the use of the name Dod- 
ington. 

Nothing more or less than a polit- 
ical machine was built up by Dod- 
ington after his return from Spain. 
It eventuated in the control of sev- 
eral seats in Parliament and he be- 
came a man whose influence was of 
some value: Sir Robert Walpole, 
then Premier; received Bubb’s sup- 
port. In return the young politician 
received many a choice perquisite.

found Dodington cherishing a sense 
of injury against Walpole. He had 
not received the Order of the Bath; 

therefore he was ripe for revolt. He

The politicians made up a 
large: group, Chesterfield, perhaps, 
being the most noteworthy, although 
in his day Dodington must be admit- 
ted to have occupied an extremely 
prominent position. Sanders finds 
certain redeeming features in the po- 
litical activities of Dodington which 
he is quick to point out, although 
he attempts in no way to whitewash 
the man. He was never an ex- 
tremist in measures and consistently 
tried to keep the Court of the Prince 
within the bounds of reason. He 
deplored the narrowness of party 
system, and he possessed an un- 
wavering view of European politics. 
He was for keeping England free 
from Continental complications, an 
attitude that rings loudly in our 
ears today. He also had the cour- 
age to stand up for certain men who 
were victims of popular resentment, 
and this is a courage that few poli- 
ticlans have. It is against their 
code. 

On the social side Dodington was 
unique and interesting. The elab- 
orate and overdecorated home that 
he made for himself at Eastbury oc- 
casions our laughter, but it does 
serve to show that Dodington had 
the genuine urge toward art, if not 
the capacity. His flamboyant waist- 


accurate a sign of the nouveau riche 
of the eighteenth century as over- 
dressing is today. He was rich food 
for caricaturists. wes ridiculous qual- 
ities were hasized 
because of his abockube’ ignorance. of 
their existence. 

Still, his will was admirable at 
times; his desire to become a patron 
of art was praiseworthy. The help- 
ing hand that he extended to Ed- 
ward Young, author of ‘“* Night 
Thoughts,’’ and James Thomson, 
who wrote *‘ The Seasons,"” are ex- 
tenuating circumstances that excuse 
many a blunder. But other literary 
figures would have nothing to do 
with Dodington. They apparently 
recognized in him the overconceited 
patron, looking for puffs. This was 
the case with Dr. Samuel Johnson, 
who refused an invitation to Doding- 
ton’s home. He let it go at that, 
but Pope was more vindictive. Per- 
haps Pope had had some unwise 
dealings with Dodington, but, any- 
way, he goes out of his way several 
times to drag poor Bubb into his 
poems and castigate him. The most 
elaborate attack was in the ‘** Epistle 
te Dr. Arbuthnot.”’ 

With his declining years Do§ington 
grew coarser. His companions were 
more vicious, and with his wife's 
death this failing on his part was 
intensified. Actively interested in 
politics all this time, an unceasing 
sycophant where it would pay to be 
one, it was not until shortly before 
his death that he received the cov- 
eted honor of a peerage. 

The character of Dodington, in a 
last analysis, becomes quite absorb- 
ing. He possessed undoubted ability 
in many ways, was no mean politi- 
cian, could appreciate good poetry, 
and possessed a rather untrained 
love of the beautiful’ But his lapses 
were great. He lacked both moral 
conscience and taste. He was un- 
doubtedly vulgar. He must be 
laughed at more than he can be dis- 
liked. But the laugher must under- 
stand that Dodington at least pos- 
sessed an individuality; he could 
awaken the rancor of Pope and the 
praise of Young.

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VOGUE OF AMERICAN. __ 
BOOKS IN LONDON 





By JOHN O’LONDON 

ONDON, Apfil 21.—A large and 

live American bookshop is 
wanted in London. I mean a 
_>ghop organized to show and 
gell American books in all their va- 
Tieties and provocations. A few 
years ago the idea would have 
geemed fantastic, but not today. I 
gee on all sides a growing interest 
and faith in American poets, Amer- 
lean novelists, American thought 
and American technical knowledge. 
@his awakening has already mani- 
fested itself in the immensely great- 
@ vogue and accessibility of your 
gewer magazines and weekly jour- 
tals, which have become a cult with 
fhousands of readers who, 3 few 
ago, had never handied them. 

t this is only a beginning. 

It is not for nothing that The Lon- 
Gon Nation has just devoted a con- 
@iderable literary supplement to in- 
formation about current American 
poetry, criticism, philosophy. and 
fovels. This is the kind of informa- 
tion that is wanted, but it needs 
more popular and persisting vehicles. 
The time is ripe, I believe, for Amer- 
{can authors and critics to come and 
explain to us the map of America 
ih terms of its literature and to 
show us how that literature arises 
out of the varieties of American life. 
The American novel has. never been 
brought near enough to the English 
eye. It has come to us in experi- 
mental and tardy publishing ways 
rather than as a straight remittance 
from one great English-reading peo- 
ple to another, and on its arrival it 
has melted into the vast crowd of 
home productions. Yet I find that 
American books are more and more 
inquired about. I am _ constantly 
asked urgent quéstions, not. only 
about particular writers — Winston 
Churchill, Ernest Poole, Rex Beach, 
Ralph Waldo Trine, Zane Grey, 
Vachell Lindsay, Edgar Lee Mas- 
ters, Van Wyck Brooks and many 
others—but also about types of 
American no6vels, types of American 
poetry and essays and about works 
of philology. economics and technics. 

Then, again, American publishers 
have shown a superior enterprise in 
producing translations and editions 
representative of + European liter- 
ature, for which English students 
look around our own bookshops in 
vain. It is the commonest, thing to 
fina that the book one wants exists 
in an American translation. The or- 
dinary reader -will not go to an agent 
to order these from over the Atlan- 
tic; he wants to see and handle them 
im a .book-store. And it is a book- 
store, pot an American bookshop of 
our own old pattern, that is needed. 
I can imagine the effect of one in 
Oxford Street with its live hospital- 

ity, its literary. information bureau, 

its alluring blend of the vivid and the 
remote, its new flavors and colors of 
life.

, It is interesting to recall that al- 
most in the same year Benjamin 
Franklin had been concerned in a 
great work for British authors, the 
foundation of the Royal Literary 
Fund. Few of us, I think, had 
known this until Mr. E. V. Lucas 
(who has just sent me a postcard 
greeting from Shanghai) brought out 
the fact in the little booklet. on 
** David Williams, Founder of the 
Royal Literary Fund,’’ which has 
been issued by Mr. John Murray. 
The honest and eccéntric Willianis 
had determined to rid authors of the 
tyrannous help of the ‘‘ patron,’’ but 
his idea of a benevolent society for 
authors was scoffed at by’ Adam 
Smith, put aside by Pitt, laughed at 
by Charles Fox and misunderstood 
by Burke. Even Franklin was 
doubtful, but at last said: ‘‘I see 
you will not give up a noble idea. 
I do not say you will not succeed, 
but I hope the Anvil will not wear 
out the Hammer.’’ In a sense the 


cause Williams had to accept in hfs 
last years the benefits of his own 
great fund which the Prince Regent 
endowed, which Queen Victoria made 
** Royal ’’ and which King Edward 
supported, and which has now been 
relieving poor authors substantially 
for 131 years. Franklin had hardly 
blessed the cause when-tre had to 
prepare for his momentous departure 
on the eve of the War of Independ- 
ence. 

At a dinner given to him very re- 
cently by the directors of Messrs. 
George Newnes, Ltd., at the Cariton 
Hotel, I had a few words with Mr. 
H. G. Wells about his enormously 
successful ‘‘ Outline of History,’’ and 
ventured to chaff him on his rever- 
sal of Miles Standish’s verdict, 
‘* Truly a wonderful man was Caius 
Julius Caesar.’’ He smiled wisely, 
as much as to say what he does say 
in the ‘‘ Outline "’: ‘*There is a type 
of scholar who, to be plain, sits and 
invents marvelous world policies for 
the more conspicuous figures in his- 
tory with the merest scraps of justi- 
‘fication or no justification at all.’’ 
Hence the cold douches for hero- 
worshippers which begin to multiply 
in his pages. 

‘“‘ The figure of Julius Caesar," he 
says, ‘‘ is set up as if it were a star 
of supreme brightness and impor- 
tance in the history of mankind. 
Yet, dispassionate consideration of 
the known facts fails altogether to 
justify this demigod theory of 
Caesar.’’ 

In our old revered friend, Cato the 
Censor, Mr. Welld sees a man whose 
‘* ruling passion seems to have been 
hatred for any human happiness 
but his own.’’ 

‘That precipitate wrecker of 
splendid possibilities,’’ is his. less 
challengeable phrase for Alexander 
the Great. : 

Since Sir Philip Gibbs’s ‘‘ Street of 
Adventure,’’ first published, I be- 
lieve, about twelve years ago, there 
has been only one -novel written 
around Fleet Street and the journal- 
ists who work in ‘it; that was the 
late Alphonse Courlander's ‘‘ Might- 
ier Than the Sword,”’ a good tale in 
its way,. but not quite up to the 
standard of Gibbs’s work. And now 
we have two new novels mainly:con- 
cerned with the same street. One 
of them from tr practiced hand of 
Mr. W. L: George ‘has not appeared 
at the time of writing. The other is 
called ‘‘ Prestige '’ and the author 
is J. A. T. Lioyd, well known by his 
studies of Russian. literature. The 
principal characters are two jour- 
nalists, one a sensitive young mah 
with a literary conscience, and the 
other one who, to quote the author, 
had no difficulty in supplying the 
sort of feading matter § which 
“« blended deliciously with chocolates 
and cigarettes.’’ The} both work 
for a firm which turns out periodi- 
cals cheap and trivial, but highly 
profitable for the shareholders of the 
concern. It is a fairly faithful pic- 
ture of the most popular of the pop- 
ular journalism today. 

I never imagined -that the dancing 
craze in this country would ever suc- 
ceed in infecting our middle-aged 
novelists. The average literary man 
does not as a rule cut a happy fig- 
ure in the ballroom. But now I hear 
that my friend Mr. Arnold Bennett 
is taking lessons.

- One of these is by Bartoleommeo Ve- 
‘neta, and also belongs to Mr Goldman, 
It is the ‘‘ Portrait of a Gentleman,’ 
formerly in the Crespi Collection; and 
critics place it at the head of the art- 
igt’s charming and persorfal impressions 
of thé distinguished Venetian type. The 
elaborate costume of black, with its 
trimmings of gold . embroidery and 
brown fur, scrupulously discrimjpatéa tn 
texture and, detail, is not permitted to 
subtract from the interest of the head, 
vigorous. in character and irfegular in 
feature. At the fight of the composition 
is & window opening upon an animated 
scene, with a horseman riding full tilt 
across a plain. This little scene has 
been identified with a design by Dtirer. 

The large portrait by. Leandro da Bas- 
gano (lent by  Gearge and ‘Florence 
Blumenthal) is: considered by some au- 
thorities, including Dr. Bode, to have 
been painted by Titian. What it lacks 
is Titian’s aggressive simplicity, that 
massive molding of the substance: that 
gives the impression of his working in 
a strongly resistant material that must 
be asked to gonform as little as possible 
to minor variations.of contour, and that 
keeps its original vitality through the 
réstraint of the craftsman in refraining 
‘from, exercising his ingerinity upon it. 
Some of the Titian: portraits might be 
compared to arehaic sculpture in hard 
stone. It is a characteristic that he 
shared. with none of his contemporaries, 
and the absence of any hint of it in a 
Venetian portrait of his period is al- 
most evidence~enopgh of another hand. 

The Bassano portrait is extremely in- 
teresting @ product of the accom- 
plished art. of that Leandro da Ponte of 
the famous Bassano family, who lived a 
cheerful and statdy life in. Venice to- 
ward the end of the sixteenth century 
and won. his fame chiefly by his por- 
traits. What moderh painter will fail

Many of the women ‘adimittea to the 
employment management course have 
had some executive or business training 
and all must be graduates of a college 
of approved standing. The students are 
required to take courses in employment 
theory, labor, -industrial organization 
and statistics. These are supplemented 
by courses elected in such subjects as 
psychology, industrial research and poli- 
tics, according to ‘the particular phase 
of the work-in which the student intends 
to specialize. 

In. addition to the Summer work. as 
operatives, the students keep in close 
touch with practical work by spending 
one day each week at some factory 
where they study the work of the em- 
ployment manager as it is actually done. 
They see how the new employe is cared 
for and put into his or her proper niche, 
how the firm keeps track of the health 
and comfort of the employe and antici- 
pates the question of promotion, Per- 
sonnel work—by home visiting, reducing 
absénteeism, and by substituting trans- 
fer of the employes for dismissal— 
achieves its fundamental aim of re- 
ducing labor turnover. This means that 
the morale of the employe is greatly in- 
creased and the cost of operating is 
materially reduced for bead employer.

_ ABSURDIT TES. IN EXCESS PROFITS TAX 





Measure Detipned to Meet War Emergency Continues When 
* Emergency. Is Past, and Consumer Pays: F ourfold 


O complex is the machiriery of the 
excess profits tax that not many 
consumers realize how and why 
they pay all or part of.it. It was 
enacted into law as a war emier- 

gency, and the conditions which’ brought 
it into being therefore were abnormal. 
William:B. Colver, Federal Trade Com- 
missioner 2who. hds' been a leader in the 
attacks” oh. the: measure, undertook. the 
other day at “Washington to clarify its 
meaning and. explain the circumstances. 
in ‘which it was devised. 

. Let's start with a clean slate,’ he 
said, ‘‘ with the framing of the law; in 
order to. understand it is necessary to 
Start’ at ‘the ‘beginning’ “The' first thiftt¢ 
to get clear‘ ts that this law ‘was not 
designed’ as a revenue measure. Its pur- 
pose was to equalize Government-fixed 


prices which -were dictated by the need 
to éncrease production made necessary, 


by the demands of the war. It sprang 
directly out ‘of price-fixing, as a com- 
plement of it, in this way: The demands 


of the United States and the Allies wére: 


so heavy. in many linés, of commodities 
that price-fixing was seen to be neces- 
sary in order to prevent an upset of the 
market. Price-tixing was préceded by: 
‘two ‘step8: first,-an investigation by the 
Federal Trade Commission as to cost of: 
production; then’ a survéy by the War 
Industries Board which <listed all pro- 
ducers of the. commodity in. question, 
Result,-a table of cost of production and 
‘the amount. available. 

“These. tables revealed’) what was 
already known to the American business 
man, but which the consumer gees not 
generally keep in mind, that there is a 
wide range between high cost and low 
cost of operations.in any industry. For 
instance, it was.found that under certain 
conditions copper was being produced 
for 7 cents a pound, and that in 
othef mines it could not be produced 
for less than 27 cents a pound. This was 
also true in varying: degrees of pig fron, 
steel, coal, textiles, lumber, leather, and 
so forth. Now, in ofdinary: times, those 
differences in cost of production Were 
flattened “out by certain . ‘differentials 
that tended to compensate those’ labor- 
ing. under the handicap of. high cost, 
such as nearness to market, fitness to 
a higher class of -trade orto some 
technical process as in the arts; but 
when the Government. bought practically 
all to be delivered at the same place 
and.at,the same time these tharentinls 
were: wiped out. : 

“There is nothing complex about a 
‘differential; “and Tt is necessary for the 
consumer to understand it, te lead up 
to the excess profits ‘tax faw. Take 
this ‘as an illustration: , It costs one 
manufacturer 15 per cent. more to pro- 
duce; a cértain article than ‘ another 
manufacturer in the same line. But 
the first one is enabled to continue in 
‘a profitable business because he has a 
long-established. ‘trade and ‘his selling 
cost {s low, ‘whereas the.other, : the low- 
cost man, may have the cost of Search- 
Ang for markets and a heavy transporta- 
tation charge. But all these differentials 
of markets, quality, geography, were 
practically paralyzed during the war 
by the Government taking all, » ‘or 86 
much, as to control the. market.

The main 
subject, price-fixing, is gone; we have 
only the emergency measure left now 
the emergency has passed. 


Censumer Pays Fourfold. 
“Now ds to how the tax is passed on 
to, the consumer, and how ‘at each step 


it is made cumulative. Go back ,to the 
beginning of a pair of shoes. Take the 


dealer in raw hides who sells to the tan- 
nery! He-is running his business to 
make a profit and he expects to pay an 
excess profits tax, but he does not know 
how much the tax is to amount to in 
a, lump sum, for it is to come out of the 
business at the end of the year. He 
pays’6nee'@ year, for the year past, and 
as ® prudent business procedure he must 
make ain allowance for that tax and set 
ft aside, There are two brackets or di- 
visions, to collect less and greater 
profits: the first, 20 per cent. of the net 
income or profits, with certain exemp- 
tions, and not in excess of 20 per cent. 
of the invested capital. The second 
bracket imposes a tax of 40 per cent. of 
the ‘net income or ‘profit in excess of 20 
per cent. of the invested capital. 

“The dealer in raw hides does not 
kriow which bracket it will be, and in 
order to set aside enough for the tax, 
he makes it high enough to cover all 


contingencies. Next the tanner gets the |: 


raw hide and he. also is going | to. make 
a profit. He follows the same “method; 
and that it is done is substantiated by 
the testimony of business men before 
Congressional committees. In each’ of 
these steps remember not only the 
amount: of the tax is added, but a 
margin to play safe; interest on the 
money is included. ” 


“Then the next man in the chain,: the 
wholesale leather dealer, puts on his tax, 
with its. cumulative accompaniments. 
Next in the procession come the masu- 
facturer, the jobber, the retailer, | each 
in turn loading on by the very necessity 
of the manner of operation of the law, 
more than the acthal tax ‘itself. - The 
consumer who buys the pair of shoes 
not only pays the tax but he pays all 
these additions to the tax, and I believe 
it to be a conservative statement that 
for every dollar the 
ceives the eonsumer pays four. 

See what this means! ‘The excess 
profits tax, it is estimated, will yield 
the Government this year about $1,200,- 
000,000. On the basis I have named, the 
consumer, in meeting this tax and what 
has been loaded on it,.is paying nearly 
enough to meet all the expenses of the

Belshaczer as Lendlora. : 

Belshazzar, the son of Nabonidus, took 
an active interest in the religious, side 
of the temple. “One ‘tablet is a carefully 
drawn-up leasé of temple land granted 
by Belshazzar and its annual rent was 
to be 5,000 measures of barley and’ 3,000 
bundles of straw, Bélahazzar stood on 
Ya foeting of equality. with his father, 
the King, in the matter of oaths. taken 
at Erech, but he was still subject to the 
éommands of his father, ffi true patri- 
archal ‘fashion. In another. tablet Bel- 
shazsar divides a field ‘' at)the com- 
mand of the King.’’ Evidently there 
has been a dispute, and the King has 
rendered his decision; to which even hie 
son is subject. 

A brief survey of the aca enon 
shows @ number of things: There are 
recipes for date wine and honey: cakes; 
receipted bills for wool, sesame, revenue, 
furniture-making, purchase of slaves, 
making of bricks; there are records of 
‘men who have. gone bond and gone Bail 
for others, of taxes levied and raised, of 
bail demanded in a criminal action, of 
various court decisions.

Receipts were given when bills were 
paid, and these were filed away with 
household. records of expenses, business 
correspondence, &c. At least, one man in 
Babylon lived, or tried to live, by a 
budget system. No. 3,680 was found by 
Keiser to be the balanced household ac- 
counts of an individual—apparently the 
father of a family and the head of his 
own menage. .His marginal notes point 
indisputably to a High Cost of Living 
problem in anclent Babylon. * 

Babylonians had calendars. They, too, 
were of clay, and now they. are broken 
and earthy, but we cannot be sure that 
ence they were not pretty, highly col- 
ored clay., The various centres of re- 
Ngion—a different one in every city, as 
we know—could fot quite agree as to 
the number of days in a week! and weeks 
in a month. Babylonia and Sumer-Ak- 
kadia were often badly‘twisted in their 
dates, just as New Yorkers today don’t 
quite know what time it is beyond the 
commuters’ horizon, 

All ‘the clay records of Babylonia 
found thus far are written in Sumerian 
cuneiform. This is true even of Semitic 
documents, ..andimmost of. the actual bar- 
ter ofthe templetwas:carried:dn by Sem- 
ftes. But the Jews of New York City 
today make their contracts and carry on 
their correspondence in the English lan- 
guage rather than in the Hebrew. It 
ig expedient, Even so the Jews of Baby- 
lonia. must have found it. 

It ig impossible, with the data so far 
unearthed, to tell when and where the 
Semites first used the Sumerian lan- 
guage, Very early, Sumeria became a 
dominant country and her tongue the 
medium of culture, religion and ‘the law 
about her. Her language remained when 
her glory of power had waned and. in 
countries over which she no longer held 
swey. If we can picture an England 
erushed but with her language used 
throughout ell the, countries. that’ had 
ence heen her possessions,.. we. shall 
realize the peculiar pre-eminence of the 
Sumerian’ cuneiform script. 

Kaps the Semites had a script of 
their own, but as yet we do not know. 
Zimmern, a German archacologist of 
note, thinks that the Penitential Psalms 
may represent translations from the 
Semitic Babylonian into pure Sumerian. 

A Sidelight on Faith. 

However, in the temples of Babylonia 
and Sumeria the ascribes and priests 
transcribed all) the books, and these 
books are always found in Sumerian.

started a little over a year ago «(when 
it began with one man), andthe garden 
authorities said right off the bat that 
the men were; not yét ready ‘for work, 
and ended the matter without discus- 
sion. 


That offer, however, is a commentary 
on present-day conditions, and any one 
who wants to take up gardening is sure 
of a position and opportunities are in- 
creasing, says A. H. Gleason, Assistant 
Director of the garden. 

** There is a growing number of peo-, 
ple with private’ estates who need’ gar- 
deners,’’ said Mr. Gleason. ‘Many peo- 
ple, as we all know,)'have grown rich 
within the last four yéars, and the first 
thing they do, is to get a country place 
or estate of some kind and then they 
need a gardeher: - If I had one hundred 
competent gardeners this minute I could 
place them almost before night... There 
is such a scarcity of compétent.mmen 
that women. who have big places are 
looking after their gardens themselves 
with*such jnexpert help as they can get. 

“ Neéd’ fof “-hea@ gardenérs is nearly 
as-great. I had a call recently for 
four head gardeners. There are not 
only positions open for moderate-sal- 
aried workers, but men who know their 
business can make fairly good incomes, 
They may not. get very rich in the 
business, but they can do well. The 
maximum pay for a head gardener is 
about. $5,000 a year and the average 
gardener will’ get perhaps $25 a week. 
One of our men in the school is anxious 
to get into the business because he says 
that rentsiand the cost of living are so 
high in the city that with a smaller 
income ‘outside he: can live much _bet- 
ter: Fora gardener on an estate there 
is usually a house provided.

that they are all from the northwestern 
part of Europe—Scotch,’ English, Irish, 
Dutch and German. Those people are 
not coming over here now, and immi- 
grants who are taking their. places, the 
Italians, Greeks and the Slav races, 
are not going Into gardening. Bach of 
-these rAces takes up some particu 
line of work, and they. all go into 
same thing, but they won’t take up, 
gardening. 

“The: men who came over here & 
number of years ago and are expert 
gardeners are getting older now and 
there is no one to take their places. 
We are trying to fill the great need in 
our course of * Practical Gardening for 
the Able-Bodied Man.’ We would like 
civilians to make the number up to sev- 
enty-five, which is all we can handle.” 

This school of the New York Botanical 
Garden opened a year ago in January 
and is a’ new. line of work. It started 
with one man and it now has something 
over fifty. The class numbered fifty- 
four in February. The student numbers 
‘fluctuate. While the course was started 
for what fs called the able-bodied man, 
it. has been turned into a different 
channel, for the Federal Board recog- 
hized it as being a great opportunity for 
disabled soldiers. There are now only 
four civilians in the class. The work is 
good for the ex-army men, as it helps 
them to build up while they are study- 
ing and ‘it is not too arduous. 

The class is what Mr. Gleason calls 
typical of. this county, for it contains 
men of all nationalities: It. happens 
that about a third are Italians, there 
are several Hebrews, Russians and 
Poles, one Japanese, who is an American 
citizen born in Hawali, one colored man, 


fide Americans. Qualities for making 
good, it is found, are independent of 
nationality, and dependent entirely upon 
the individuality of the man. Of sol- 
diers’ disabilities, there are some re- 
covering from gunshot wounds; some 
have. stiff joiwts, from which they may 
or may not recover; one has lost an 
eye; another lost his left hand at Cha- 
teau-Thierry, but has an artificial one 
and makes good equally well with any 
of his fellow students,. and there are 
shell shock cases, men who have been 
gassed and some who have quiescent 
tuberculosis, the latter resulting from 
gassing, perhaps.

For 
instance, there is the cutting and grow- 
ing of hun of plants that the gar- 
den cannot , but the men must have 
the opportunity. Hach man has @ vege- 
table garden and a place in a green- 
house. This year four men will take a 
vegetable garden together, as the space 
it was possible to put into a garden for 
one man was found to be too small: to 
give him an opportunity to plant a suf- 
ficiently varied lot of vegetables. 

In the course taken by the garden 
students there comes first’ garden bot- 
any, which is carried on through the 
entire two years. -There is elementary ; 
botany, which: gives fundamental. prin- 
ciples; study of soil, diseases and pests 
of plants; economic botany ; while a 
yery elementary course is given in land- 
scape. design. . 

“Landscape gardening with forestry 
and tree surgery are special branches® 
of work in which we are sometimes 
asked to give instruction,’ says Mr. 
Gleason, ‘but those subjects must be 
studies in a regular college. The most 
we will teach in that line will be the 
laying out of gardens. We will also 
try to give the men the ability to fol- 
low the instructions of experts and to 
carry out other people's. Birt 

There is a staff of three men who are 
in charge of the gardening i , “They 
are Kenneth R. Boynton of Cornell, 
Supervisor, assisted by Waiter B. Balch, 
also a Cornell graduate, and BH. B. 
Watson of the University of. Michigan.

MARVELOUS RADIUM. 


HE potential energy of one gram 
of radium is sufficient to raise the 
temperature of a ton of water from 

thé freezing to the boiling point. -Then 
what could be done with a ton of 
radium? 

It seems almost useless to 
such a question; since there is not a 
pound of radium in the world, and prob- 
ably will not be during the lifetime of 
even the youngest member of this gener- 
ation; yet, like the miracle of the trans- 
mutation of metals or the discovery of 
perpetual motion, this is.a question 
which scientists have found so fasci-

it. The late Sir William Ramsay, a 
winner..of the Nobel Prize and ac- 
knowledged dean of British science, esti- 
mated that the energy in.a ton of ra- 
dium, if it tould. be harnessed to human 
uses; would‘ pPépel a ship of 15,000 tons 
with engines of 15,000 horse power at a 
speed of fifteen knots an hour contini- 
ously for thirty years. It now requires 
a million and a half tons of coal to 
accomplish the same result. ‘This is 
roughly the estimated proportion be- 
tween the potential energy of radium 
and that of the most common source of 
energy now in human «ise.:. 

Before the. war almost all the radium 
in the world was obtained from pitch- 
blende deposits in Austria. In fact, it 
was the gift of a ton of pitchblende by 
the:Emperor of. } Austria to the renowned 
Mme. Marja Curie—this was in the days 
long befor fWeh-that 1 made it’ pos- 
sible for tl lish ‘woman scientist to 
isolate radium and study its properties. 

The present price of radium is $3,260,- 
000 per ounce, as contrasted with $150 
per ounce for platinum, the next most 
Precious element. It is indicative not 
only of the rarity of radium, but of the 
difficulty with which that radium is ob- 
tained. The ore must be packed fifteen 
miles on the backs of butfros, / then 
transferred to wagons and hauled by 
teams and trucks to the nearest. rail- 
road junction. It is there loaded on the 
cars of a narrow-gauge railway. Thence 
again the ore is transferred to a broad- 
gauge railroad for the final haul to the 
‘refining mills. One ton of ore requires 
to be treated with a ton of chemicals 
and thirty tons of water before it is 
finally compelled to yield four mi +4

Throughout all these eastern 
eountries a practical message of relief 
has gone thus to the.sick and the desti- 
tute from the American people. Hos- 
pitals stripped by the Bolsheviki have 
been re-equipped; hundreds of thou- 
sands of women and children wear as 
their best possession a Red Cross 
sweater or garment made by the women 
of the Red Cross in America. They are 
in. ‘evidence everywhere. These gifts, 
distributed by Red Cross workers, con- 
stitute another 'splendid message of 
friendship and sympathy; No woman 


jwho gave her time, no donor who gave 


money, could ask that- their sacrifice 
would megan a more real relief. | 

For the situation there nature will 
find a slow solution. The death rate 
has gone up substantially; the birth 
rate has gone down. This is too slow a 
method. Already many thousands of 
people have left the city, but for the 
poor, and even for the middle class, 
travel on the raliroads is impossible 
because of the expensé; and there is 
no country adjoining Austria which 
would welcome more mouths to feed. 

Vienna can go through this Spring on 
the American flour and on its other 
supplies. In the Autumn will come the 
crop, which will carry them through 
another month or two—if it can be ac- 
quired from the producers. Beyond that 
there seems to be no light. / 


Czechoslovakia. 


To the north of .Austria lies Czecho- 
slovakia. “On account of its production 
of foodstuffs and coal it is far better 
off\ than Austria. It has, however, a 
very large industria] population, which 
is only in small part at work again. 
Czechoslovakian kronen have nearly 
twice the value of Austrian kronen, but 
even. at that figure the purchase of raw 
material in America is almost prohibi- 
tive.. Material must come across Ger- 
many, or over the limping railroads of 
Austria frorn Trieste. There is some 
sign of revival but still the wage-worker 
who ves in the city is_a long way 
from being economically safe .or com- 
fortable. The problem of transporta- 
tion is a large one for this inland 
country. All its external business is at 
the mercy of not too friendly neighbors. 

Poland is-by. far the largest of the new 
countries carved out of Burope by the 
Peace’ Conference. It has three dis- 
tinct populations. Some have lived in 
Germany, some in Austria and a large 
proportion in Russia for the last 150 
years. They have known only the laws, 
customs and methods of these. three 
very different countries. Although 
Poles by nationality and loyalty, they 
come to the Central Government:at the 
Capital in Warsaw with most divergent 
ideas of standards. The Diet or Parlia- 
ment was elected more than a year ago 
to create a Constitution, but has not yet 
done so, due to the difficulty of agree- 
ing on any policy as to the land.

Electrifying Private Lines. 

It is: not merely the electrification of 
the Swiss Federal Railways which is be- 
ing pushed forward. Everywhere steps 
are being taken to electrify private lines, 
which in general are financially in a 


much worse state than the Governnient } 
lines. The electrification of all the pri- 


vate lines in Switzerland now worked 
by steam (not mere tourist lines such 

as that up the Rigi, for instance) would 
cost, it is estimated, 100,000,000 franes 
in round numbers. ‘The problem of 
where the money is to come from fs a 
Gordian knot Which no one at present 
even attempts to unloose. 

The electric plant, installators and va- 
rious kinds of machinery, which must 
be secured either from England or the 
United States, are still to be bought. 
American firms already are sending in 
estimates: and even have sent repre- 
sentatives personally to interview rail- 
Way managers and engineers in Switzer- 
land, but, except one or two inquiries 
made by British engineering firms, noth- 
ing has been done by representatives of 
Great Britain. 

It is credibly stated that orders for 
eléctric plant in the United States will 
amount to several million dollars. The 
only difficulty’ to be solved is that of 
transport from New York to Genoa, 
whente all the plant is to be brought 
to Switzerland in Swiss railway trucks.

Although the.roads in. Central New 
Jersey leading to the shore resorts suf- 
fered considerable damage during : the 
severe winter, quick -work by. the State 
Highway Department, the County 
Boards of Freeholders. and municipali- 
ties-has resulted in many. of the high- 
ways being put in excellent condition. 
Many other roads which have not been 
repaired are either entirely closed, caus- 
ing a detour; or a portion of the road 
is. closed. The route from: Jersey City 
to. Newark. was fortunate in escaping 
much damage. Turning off the Htidson 
Boulevard in Jersey City from Mercer 
Street will bring the motorist on. the 
Plank Road into Newark, which {is -in 
good condition. with. a few exceptions. 
The two roads out of Newark to Eliza- 
beth; ‘both Frelinghuysen Avenue and 
Elizabeth Avenue, are in fairly good 
condition. ; ‘ #63 aie 
-; In Blizabeth, the. closing of ..Cherry, 
Street for repairs, used by a majority 
of cars going. to’ South: Jerséy, makes 
4t necessary’ to either ‘continue throhgh 
the city proper or. turn into Westfield 
Avenue and go. west two blocks. beyond 
Cherry Street, re a turn to the left 
is made, where the road to Rahway is 
‘reached... The road from Elizabeth to 
Rahway suffered consiierably and in 
some places it will be necessary to lay 
a/ new road owing: to: the deep .de- 
pressions. Some of the spots damaged 
have been temporarily repaired, but slow 
travel is caused by the condition of the 
road for about three miles. , 

At the point: where the Pennsylvania 
Railroad bridge passes -over the road 
on. the outskirts of Rahway and near 
Woodridge a new concrete road, part of 
the State highway system, branches off 
to the right and continues parallel to the 
raitroad tracks for. about five miles into 
Metuchen.

When one considers the enormous pop- 
ularity of the automobile in this country 
it will doubtless cause no surprise to see 
that The London Times motor expert,.

The type of coachwork, 
he adds, does not affect’ the question, 
although, he freely says, that most 
American open bodies are more roomy 
than those found on 1920 European 
| chasses. 

*‘'The good American car,” he says, 
“‘ scores’ 6n the question of averages. 
Several cars-lately driven by the writer. 
Proved to be distinctly. uncomfortable 
at any speed over forty miles an hour. 
The engines would begin to show symp- 
toms, of thrash, things generally would 
begin to vibraté, and the comfort. of 
driver and passenger alike. diminished 
in direct ratio to the increase of speed. 
On the. other hand, these cars have 
usually .shone at keeping to a high 
average, such as thirty miles an hour, 
without unnecessary noise. and with 
great ease of comfort of driving. Their 
comparatively big engines and low com- 
pression and revolution rates have com- 
bined to produce a high level of flexti- 
Dility. . 

“That is what is meant by the de- 
scription family car. A good American 
machine-is one which seems pre-emi- 
nently sober, not to say sedate. It has 
few spectacular features, and will in all 
probability be handsomely beaten, en- 
gine for engine; by any equally good 
Buropean car both in hill bing and 
.on the level. Yet at the end of a long 
day’s run over give-and-take roads you 
will probably see the American car close 
behind its:-more sporting competitor. It 
may not like being driven at much more 
than thirty-five miles an hour, but it 
will maintain that pace without diffi- 
culty over any but severe gradients, it 
will pick up with ease and rapidity after 
checks, and will, generally apeaking, 
keep up an excellent average. 

** Most of’ the good American cars are 
well adapted for women to drive—as, 
indeed, they should be, considering the 
big proportion of women. drivers in the 
United States. In this respect they lay 
claim to the family label. Their start- 
ing and lighting equipment is usually 
reliable and easily kept in. order, and 
they are practically without exception 
fitted ‘with a ‘convenient. form «of de 
‘tachable rim. or wheel, or both> The 
women of the household can. usually 
take the car out on long journeys with-- 
out causing any anxiety to their rela- 
tions. A further point in their favor, 
from a woman’s outlook, is that they 
are low-geared, as a rule, and gear:

_ themeelves’ of the interruption in their 
* economic intercourse with Austria, not 
hg to secure thelr own independence, 
aiso to répudiate all financial chli- 
gations to which as. Succession. States 
of the’ former. , Adptro-Hungarian. Mon- 
archy they. Were liable, and which could 
be .  peeording to international 
law, In‘ this endeayor: they were, to a: 
great extent,’ successful, 

At the outset, German-Austria at- 
tempted to turn the newly fermed States 
from their reselution to bréak off -ece- 
nomic intercourse, by pojnting out that 
economic relations that had lasted. for 
many hundreds of years, and had‘ been 
based on the entirely free traffic of the 
former uniform customs territory, could 
, certainly not be broken by the simple 
enactment of the new States without 
serious loss to all concerned. Commis-* 
sions were dispatched immediately from 
Vienna after the collapse, to Prague 
-and to Budapest,’ with instructions. to 
advoeate free exchange of commodities, 
They were everywheré met “with the 
most emphatic evid n of. -economi 
severance. The new States had “even 
refused to discuss any treaty before the 
ratification of peace. ’ 

_ Disrupted Goods Traffic, - 

The endeavor of the new Statés to 
break away was further sided by, the 
fact that no import or’ export of goods 
in transit was permitted, except by spe- 
cial license, a measure which made it 
impossible for the Austrian Governmént 
to.precure the most essential commbdi- 
ties; such as food, coal, petrol, wool, 
hides; hemp, &c. ec! 

The new States were, by comparison 
with German-Austria, in a far better 
position. Czechoslovakia consists of a 
territory rich in coal fields, where the 
main, indypstries of the former. monarchy 
were established. It is also self-sup- 
portitig «as regards food and wood. 
Poland, too, ‘produces coal in great quan- 
tities, also food products, and possesses 
within its boundaries the only .cil fields 
of the monarchy. Hungary and Jugo- 
slavia, are agricultural countries, with a 
large surplus for export. These States 
desired further to enhance their favor, 

-able economic situation by the policy of 
separation. <As they were allowed to 
establish a national army, they, could 
heremetically close their frontiers, which 
was not the case with -Austrie. . The 
blockade established by the Allies was, 
in ‘this way, enforced moat. stringently 
by the new States which came into be-

In spité,of this situation: Austria has 
allowed ‘ip to -the present the eae’ 
tion of every kind of commodity, from 

Czechoslovakia, Poland and Hungary

Jugosiavia since 
September, 1919. Austria conditionally 
prohibited the export of the, most exzsen- 
tial raw materials alone; a small quay- 
tity of finished articles was ineluded ‘in 

' the lst, sufficing. only to secure in re- 
turn the importation of the’ most essen- 
tial raw materials. 

To control this system of payment by 
exchange a semi-official department, 
under the management of merchants, 
was eet up by the Government. When, 
at the beginning of 1919, the new States,

perted@ Austrian goods, Austria followed

Where the special 
staff came from. territories belonging 
te the Austria of today, the new States 
refused to socept their services and 
they were obliged to withdraw to head- 
quarters. These were already largely 
overstafted with servants of every 
standing - aha capacity, and, owing. to 
this congestion, the “number . for .which 
the States Railway has to provide new 
asriounts to: 74,000 men. *The situation 
is-all the worse because the railway 
system has been reduced to one-third 
of itsformer extent, bésides being de- 
prived of all ite economic importance.

These priciples are common priciples, 
essential alike to the welfare of all na- 
tions, and in the presérvation of which 
all nations have, therefore, rights and 
interests. But their duty to interfere 
becomes imperative in cases affecting 
their own citizens.’ 

Allow me, therefore, carnestly to urge 
that a,military, and, naval force suffi- 
cient ‘to proteet from vidlencg the per- 
sons, property: and beneficiaries of 
Ameriean. citizens, be sent at once to 
Asia Minor.

I have been-in the service of the ‘United 
States Army. since 1884, .thirty-three 
years of which I served as an enlisted 
man. Having had such a long end in- 
timate acquaintance with. the American 
soldier, I am competent to voice the 
opinion of the majority of them. We do 
not want a bonus—for the following rea- 
sons: 

We did not fight this war for inoaay 
either as a nation or as individuals. 

The majority of the mémbers ‘of ‘the 
American Legion; being soldiers in the 
true sense of the term, are -: strongly 

opposed to it. 

A’ bonus of' $300 to $500 would mean 
this—from .75 to 90 per cent. of those 
who would accépt this. bonus would 
throw up their jobs, or take a vacation, 
and immediately proceed to blow ifi their 
money. This would be accomplished in 
two ways, either by extravagance and 
the consequent” boosting of prices of all’ 
commodities, that are already almost be- 
yond the reach of the average person; 
or by taking a trip to Cuba or New York 
and blow it in. In the latter case, when 
their funds will have been exhausted, a 
good portion of them will become inmates 
of jails eithér at homé of abroad.

(Many of them have been rebuilt into 
small apartments and the rent obtained, 
for one floor in many cases is larger 
than was received for the entire house a 
few years ago.

paid in rent. 

“By selling ' securities, the income 

from which. was used to pay rent, and 
investing this money in a home, there 
would be no income on which a tax 
would have to be paid, and in addition 
the municipal taxes and the interest on 
any mertgage can be deducted from the 
balance of the owner's income. 
** Private houses have during the past 
year risen probably.

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Within a few days work will begin 
toward the erection of a twenty-five- 
story building in West Fifty-seventh 
Street which will be a notable addition 
to the permanency of the automobile 
business: {in the neighborhodd of Colum- 
bus Circles The building is being con- 
structed for the Fisk Rubber Company 
and will occupy. all of the southerly 
Fifty-seventh Street block front between 
Broadway and Bighth Avenue.

The building will be the tallest north 
of the Times Square section, exceeding 
by five stories the United States Rubber 
Building on the Broadway and Fifty- 
eighth Street corner, which, when erect- 
ed several years ago, towered above 
everything else in its vicinity. The Fisk 
Rubber Company will control the entire 
structure under a long-term lease, oc- 
cupying large space for its executive 
offices and leasing the remainder to 
tenants in the automobile and allied 
industries. 

‘The construction of this building is 
‘another marked illustration of the rapid 
transformation of Fifty-seventh Street 
from a residential to. a business thor- 
oughfare. Most of the splendid private 
housese in the blocks to the east between 
Madison and Sixth Avenues have al- 
ready given way to commercial inter- 
ests, and the disappearance of the Rut- 
land and 8t. A ‘marks the pass- 
ing of. two of the’ best-known structures 
of. theif. kind on Fifty-sevehth Street 
adBeaddway when the latter thorough- 
for several blocks north.of Fiftieth 
‘Street Was a select apartment house 
section. Several of these houses, asthe. 
Strathmore, Newport, Albany, Rocking- 
ham, ,Sonoma and Windsor, remain, 
doing service as apartments, but altered 
for automobile stores’ on the “lower 
floors: Of their period, also, are the big 
Van Corlear on Seventh Avenue, be- 
tween Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth 
Streets, and the Grenoble Hotel. 

The ‘Rutland, which was originally 
built as a quiet family apartment, hotel, 
occupied all the Fifty-seventh Street 
block front from Broadway to the &t.

from Alexander Smith Cochrane with an 
option to purchase. At that time the 
Broadway corner section of the Rutland 
was torn down and the present six- 
story building, designed chiefly for 
automobile tenants, was erected. The 
remainder’ .of the Rutland was altered 
into. small suites: In its palmy days):

Reclamation of Old ‘Houses. in 
Many Neighborhoods Follows 
‘Scarcity of Housing Space. 


An interesting development in realty 
conditions. recently is the change .in 
many of the poorer blocks of the cast 
side; which has come about as @ result 
of the demand for private dwellings. 


kept suildings have been taken over by 
6yndicates or individual buyers, and in 
each case the result has been unusuat 
in the appearance and condition fof the 
constructions involved. Frederick Stern-

Real Estate Board of New York’ 
Objects to Blanket 
Bonus Plan. 


FEAR INCREASED TAXATION 


Claim Made Additional Tax Will 
Have Deterring Effect on 
Mortgage Market. : 


During the past week the complexion ~ 
of legislation for a blanket bonus for . 

soldiers, and the. necessary additional 
taxes to provide it, has changed con- 
siderably. Investigation made at Wash- 
ington by the Real Estate Board of New. 
York indicates that sentiment is rapidly 
developing against the blanket’ bonus 
plan, 

The Real Estate Board of New York 
has gone on record as being against the 
blanket bonus, but in favor of giving the 
most generous treatment to wounded 
soldiers and the dependents of those who 
died in the'service. ~ 

The Federal Géveriahent will need, 
aside, from the proposed $2,000,000,000, 
for soldjers’ bonus, approximately. $4,- 
500,000,000 to be raised by taxation. The. 
bonus plan will bring this up to $6,500,- 
000,000 to be raised in 1921. 

The Nolan and Bachrach bills, both of 
which include a tax .upon real estate, 
have, during the week receded into the 
background and attention is now being 
given to a new bill, H. R. 13874, intro- 
duced by Representative Fordney, Chair~ 
man of the Ways and Means Conimittee, 
on April 30. 

This provides an elaborate machinery 
for ** adjusted compensation for veterans | 
of the World War, for revenue there-. 
for, and for other purposes."’ 

It provides for pay for all service men, 
for vocational training, for land settle- 
ment, &c., and,for levying ‘ Victory 
Taxes,’’ among them an additional sur- 
tax on incomes, ‘stock and bond tax, 
Produce Exchange tax and a real estate 
tax, the latter as follows: 

Section 105, Schedule A, of ‘Title XI.-of 
the Revenue act of 1918, 18 amended by 
adding at the end thereof a new sub- 
division to read.as follows: 

‘16. Receipts for payments on sales. 
of real estate. On each receipt, issued 
between Dec. 1, 1920; and Nov, 30, 1922, 
both dates inclusive, evidencing any pay- 
ment made during’ such period on ac- 
count’ of any sale, or contract of sale 
of, or contract to sell, lands, tenements, 
or other realty, whtnever made, 25 cents | 
for each §50 or fraction thereof of the

30, 1922, both 
Gates inclusive, any payment, whether 
jin cash or in anything of value, on ac- 
count of a sale, or contract of sale of, 
or contract to sell, any lands, tenements, ” 
or other realty,’ shall at the time give 

té-th@Witrson making such payment) 4 
written receipt evidencing such: payment 
and. shall affix thereto the proper 
stamps. Such receipt shall show the 
date: thereof, the name and address<of 
the» person giving it, the date and . 
amount of the payment, and the trans- 
faction on account of ‘which the payment 
is made, 

“Whoever fails to give any receipt 
required by. this subdivision, or to state 
therein correctly the amount received, 
or to. affix the. proper stamps, or who- 
ever receives any receipt required by 
this subdivision without having the prop- 
er stamps affixed thereto, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and on conviction 
thereof shall be fined: not more than 
$1,000, or. be imprisoned not more than 
six months, or both.’’ 

Discussing the proposed néw laws yes- 
terday Richard Chittick, Executive Séc- 
retary of the Real Estate Board, 
said: ‘‘It is the consensus of opinion 
of the board that the excess profits tax 
(has been the source of a great many 
evils and has increased considerably the 
high cost of living and it should be re- 
pealed or radically amended, and thet 
in such case and in leu of it a small 
tax on real estate would not be ob- 
bjectionable, but that the proposed tax. 
as an additional tax would be harmful 
in the extreme. 

“In this time of grave housing short- 
age it would have a further deterring 
effect on the lending of money for new 
housing already greatly: curtailed by. the . 
existing tax levied on the income @e- 
rived from mortgages.

The new life insurance policies into 
which the war risk insurance written 
during the war may be converted have 
been approved by Secretary of the 
Treasury Houston and are now ready,

The principal features included in the 
Government insurance contracts are 
that the insurance is payable either in 
one sum, in elected installments for an 
agreed number of months, or payable tn 
installments through life. 80, e 

policies provide for total and perman- 
eat disability benefits for the insured 
covering the entire period, the policy is 
in force and during the insured’s total 
and permanent disability. 

Policies are issued to former and 
active service men and women of the 
American military force on terms: which 
have been made exceptionally favorable, 
in recognition of their services, as the 
Government pays all the costs of admin- 
istration. és 

A total’ of 4,610,300 applications for 
War Risk insurance, represénting more 
than $40,000,000,000, have been received. 
In many cases, the. applicants have 
been awaiting definite announcement of 
the terms of the new policies before ap- 
plying for. conversion permanent 
forms. To date, the Bureau has settled 
127,151 claims, for death and total dis- 
ability, amounting to $1,135,552,173.45. 

There remain only 5,119 claims pend- 
ing,: and in these cases the claimants 
are beneficiafies in many instances. re- 
siding in fore countries where con- 
ditions are so disturbed that communi- 
cation is not possible.
